Joy Riding Penaltiei. 


The bill, which has received the approval of the Senate, pro- 


viding severer penalties for persons convicted of joy riding 
should, if it becomes a law, tend to Ihe discouragement of a 
type of viciousness thai is loo common and which in many 
instances has led to disastrous results. Joy riding in its tech- 
nical significance means (he unauthorized running of an auto- 
mobile—the taking of it by a person not entitled to its use. 
In 


.Ihis way aulos arc often run recklessly by grossly incompetent 
persons, and who in many cases are intoxicated. Many pedes- 
trians have been run down, many collisions have resulted and 
many aulos have been damaged. 
Often the joy rider aban- 


dons the car, even if he has not wrecked it, at some remote 
place, causing much trouble to Ihe owner and Ihe police. 


The law which the Senate measure plans to supersede pro- 


vides a maximum penally for taking a motor, where there is 
no proof of an intent to convert the same to one's own use, ol 
six months' imprisonment. This law is regarded by the law 


• officers of the District as inadequate, hence Ihe proposed law 
provides punishment for Ihe oltense by a line not exceeding 
$1,000 or imprisonment not exceeding live years, or by bolh 
fine and imprisonment. 
II will be well to deal sternly with of- 


fenders of the type which Ihe pending measure is designed to 
reach.—Washington Star.
